Bur Sir, there muſt be 
words ſpoken to you, though I do not ſpeak them, and not onely ro you as a 
Ttaytor, bur a Traytor in the higheſt degree 3 not as a Traytor (as you are in- 
riculed, for endeavoring ro levy a new War, and to bring defolation and a War 
in this Nation) bnt ſach an one as ſhould rather die a Traytor then own rhe 
Authority of the Nation. Burt Sir, I know not how to ſpeak royou,and rhere- 
fore the Record muſt ſpeak to you; and I my felf will nor any further. 

I have now a word to ſpeak ro yoit Mr. Mordant, God hath appeared in

Strs , when I have 
done — I ſhall never have done praying for you, as long as you are a- 
livez that isthe laſt rhing I muſt ſay to you : And now let the Judgment of 
the Court be read. 

Thereupon the Clerk read the Judgment and Sentence of the Court againſt 
Sir H.Slinsby Kr. which was as folluweth. 

Hat the ſaid Sir m_y Slingsby as a falſe Traytor to his ſaid Highneſs the 

Lord Prote&tor, and this Commonwealth, ſhall be comveyed back again tothe 
Tower of London, and frem thence through the middle of the City of London, 
direftly ſhall be drawn unto the Gallor's of Tibourn, and upon the ſaid Gallows 
there ſhail be hanged, and being alive, ſhall be cut down to the ground, and his 
Entrails taken out of his Belly, and he living, be-burnt before him; and that his 
Head ſba/l be cut off,qnd that his Body ſhall be divided into Four quarters, and that 
bis Head and Quarers ſhall be placed where His Highneſs the Lord Prote8or ſhall.

T 1n'thie next plate, the ſame Jud t and Sentence of che Court was read 
againſt Dr. Hewet being ingroſt in like manner. — 

. This being done, the Judgment of the Court was declared concerning Mr. 
Mordant, whis (in ſhort) was, That upon conſideration of rhe- whole matter; 
in reference to the Charge againſt him, and his Plea thereunto, They did ad- 
judge him , Not guilty. And ſo the Priſoners were diſmiſt. 
© Proclamation being made, the Court adjourned back to the Painted Cham- 
ber, where they ordered the execution of the Senrence upon Sir Henry Slingſ- 
by and Dr. Hewet, to be on Saturday next. Apd Warrants arc iſſued out to the 
Sheriffs of London to ſee execution done accordingly. 

Then the Court adjourned ir ſelf till Thurſday the Tenth inſtant. 

Notwithſtanding the former Sentence paſſed by the High Courr, yet his 
Highneſs being ihformed , that Dr. Hewer, priſoner in the Tower of London , 
who ſtand acrainted of High Treaſon, before the Commiſſioners appointed by 
AR of Parliament, for levying War againſt his Highneſs and the Comman- 
wealth, had Judgment to be hanged, drawnand quartered at Tibourn this in« 
ſtant Saturday, His Highneſs was graciouſly pleaſed, upon humble ſuir made, 
roreprieve him till T ueſday the cighth inſtanr, at which time he is to be execu- 
red on Tower-hil, ty ſevering his Head from his Body ; and His Highneſs plea- 
{ure is, that the Judgment ſhall be remirted. 

The like favor alſo was extended to Sir Henry Slingsby , who is to ſuffer the- 
ſame day, in the ſame place.

him that what he had to ſay he would ſpeak to 
him ; which was to this purpoſe : 

That be had received a Sentence to die, upon ac- 
count - of bis endevouring to betray the Garriſon of 
Hull : But ſaid, All that be did in that buſineſs he 
was drawn into by others. 

That the Officers of that Garriſon did believe he 
bad ſome greater Deſigne in hand , and therefare they 
would needs pump him to the bottome : But what he 


ſ poke to them in private Was brought into evidence 4- 


gainſt bin: He likewiſe ſaid, That he did no more than 
ny perſon would have done that was ſo brought on. ' 

That he had made many applications { by his 
Friends ) for a Reprieve, but found his Highneſs 
was inexorable. 

He did confeſs that he did deliver a Commiſſion 
( 45 It was charged againft him: ) But ſaid, that it 
was an old Commiſſion, and what he meant was well 
known to bimſelf ; but what conftrufion others had 
made of it might appear by his preſent condition. 

He diſcovered little ſenſe of forrow, or fear of 
Death ; but faid, He was ready to ſubmit, or words 
to like purpoſe. 

Then he addreſſed himſelf to private prayer 
again; and kneeling down to the Block he prayed 
privately fora ſhort ſpace : Then laid his head 
upon the Block, and at the figne given , the Exe- 
cutioner ſeyered his Head from his Body at one 
Blow : And his ' Friends put his Body into a 
Coffin,and removed it into a cloſe Coach prepared 
neer the place, The.

he fell ppon bis knees, and prayed privately for the ſpace of a quarter 
of an hour; After that he prayed audibly for a good ſpace. 

After which prayer he addreſſed bimfelfto the people in a ſpeech 
which continngd above the ſpace of an hour; the ſubſtance of which 
ſpeech was as followeth, 

That be was become a publick SpeRacle to Men and Angels, and 
that he boped the omniſcient.God was then bebolding bim w:th much 
pity and compaſſion, the rather becauſe be came hither to bear witneſs 
to the truth, for which end he came into the world, both as a common 
Chriftian and as a Muſter, for wich dignity he bleſſed the name of

demned him to Deatb. | 

That although he bad no knowledge of the Lawes, yet he had infiro- 
Qion from the learned in that faculty, and had accordingly arged fe- 
verall Caſes,and that he had made his appeal ro the learned in theLaw, 
to the Judges,and to his Highneſſe own Councell. 

That chrough his ignorsnce in the cuſtomes and formalities of 
Courts, he was taker-in 3. defaules, but that when be would have 
pleaded, and reſolved ſo to do;he was taken from the Barr. | 

That be did the next day petition the Court twice, ſubſcribing his 
name therennto, to be admitted to plead, but the Title of the Court 
being miF-raken in the one, and a word left out in the other, it was ta- 
ken for an Aﬀront or Contempt to the Coart,and that bis anſwer 
was his ſentence.

He made confefion of his faith negatively, and affirmitively; nege- 
tively that he did abhor sl{ Sects, Sehiſmes, &c; in Religion: aficme- 
tively zh as he did bold communion with ſo be did love and honor all 
Chriſtians, that lov'd the ſame Lord Jefus in inceriry. - 

That tie d:d hope for ſalvation through the merits ofChrift Jeſas one- 
ly,alebough unto faith good works are neceſſary,not gzeritorious, 

Touching,the treaſonable deſign wherewith be was charged, be ſaid 
that he hoped that his Converſation had been ſach that none would 
imsgine he ſhould intermeddle in ſuch an ARion,snd boped that none 
were ſo uncharitsble avto believe be bad knowledg of that deſign, 

He declared 8 partien\ar-abhorrency unto the firing of the Ciry, pro» 
feffing that if he bad know of ſuch a deſign he ſhonld bave been the 
fi: & diſcoverer.
